This  year  Westminster  will  sadly  bid  farewell  to  three  of  its  influential 
professors.  First,  Dr.  Carter  has  held  the  position  of  McKee  Chair  of  Economics  & 
Business  Administration  Department  since  1991.  In  addition  to  teaching  many  courses 
in  the  business  curriculum,  he  completed  extensive  research  in  international  business. 
His  studies  concentrated  on  the  topic  of  Canadian-United  States  management 
activities. 

After  40  years  of  also  teaching  in  the  Economics  &  Business  Administration 
Department,  fellow  retiree  Mr.  Bergey  reflected  on  how  much  the  school  has  changed 
since  he  started  teaching  at  Westminster.  He  remembers  "Saturday  morning  classes, 
required  daily  chapel  attendance  and  rules  against  women  going  uptown  m  shorts." 
Mr.  Bergey  offers  high  praise  to  the  College:  "The  bottom  line  is  that  Westminster 
College  is  a  fine  institution,  as  are  those  people  associated  with  it.  I  was  fortunate  to 
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for  36  years  because  "a  small  liberal  arts  college  does  offer  some  enticements  that  large 
universities  cannot."  Indeed,  Dr.  Erhardt  became  very  involved,  touching  the  lives  of 
between  4,000  and  5,000  total  students  and  conducting  about  a  dozen  travel  seminars 
per  year.  Now  Dr.  Erhardt  looks  forward  to  having  more  time  for  his  hobby:  wheel 
throwing  ceramics.
